In inot, or twentv years afterwards, 
I'rof. Merdt Instituted 1n the Bngineer* 
.ng liuiid:nc a séries of tests on wires 
and caibies 'to determine the effect of 
the various varieties of Insulation, 
vyhich had greatly altered since Ihe 
time of l rir previous experiment*!. 
Curves were obtained for bright, bare 
copper wires; bare' wires with biock- 
oncd sûfaços; Mires with weather- 
proof braid Insulation: wires with two. 
throe and four thousand volt insula- 
tion: and » ruTiber-covëred wires. 
Siinilno' insulated wires were also 
mounted in conduits and similar deter, 
minutions were made. 

The temperature, was measured by 
taking the resistance by a potant.fo- 
nu ter meihod. and of necessity ihe 
measurements were very laborious, as 
readings ha/l to be taken continuously 
at Intervals of a few minutes over 
periods which might extend to several 
days.-. Curves wore then plotted giving 
the maximum temperature rlsn of the 
conductor above the ambient, tempera- 
ture corresponding to various currents, 
up to the maximum working tempera, 
ture of the insulating material. 

On reducing the results it was found 
that the maximum rise had no invari- 
able relntlon to the cross-section of th<y 
copper, hut depended aJeo on lihe 
nature of the surface and the material 
of the surrounding dleleotric. For thin 
coverings it was found that the con- 
ductors inn somewhat cooler than bare, 
and this continued for increasing 
strength of insulation until the very 
heavy varieties were reached. The 
reason is, of course, thaft rhe poor 
thermal conductivity ©f the Insulator 
is more tlwn compensated by the 
change in the e.missivity of the surface 
and in Its Increased area. In this con- 
neotlon it might be noticed that cables 
buried in the ground 'have a higher 
rats of thermal loss than cafoles in con- 
dult, and for this reason can be -worked 
at a higher current density. 

Central station engineers have long
